Net tuition share of education and related spending: The percentage of education and related spending that is paid, on 
average, from net tuition revenues. 

Education and related spending per completion: Estimate of the total education and related spending per completion, 
calculated by summing the education and related costs for all students for a year, and dividing that by all degrees and 
certificates awarded in that year.

Public bachelor’s. \ncludes public four-year institutions where baccalaureate degrees represent at least 10 percent of all 
undergraduate degrees and that award fewer than 50 master’s degrees or fewer than 20 doctoral degrees per year. 
Community colleges. |ncludes public two-year institutions where all degrees are at the associate’s level, or where bachelor’s 
degrees account for less than 10 percent of all undergraduate degrees. 
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
